I. PURPOSE

Canada holds the 2018 G7 presidency and announced that it envisions overarching themes rather
than ministerial work streams during its tenure. One of these themes is “Climate Change,

Oceans, and Clean Energy.” The Environment, Energy and Oceans meeting 1s tentatively
scheduled for April 8-10 in Halifax with consecutive energy, ocean and environment
ministerials, possibly with some overlapping sessions. Ms. Hamzawi, the Director General of the
G7 Task Team at Environment and Climate Change Canada, asked to meet with you and this is
an opportunity to find out additional information about this unique format and Canada’s plans for
the environment ministerial.

I1I. BACKGROUND

Canada assumed the 2018 G7 Presidency after Italy’s 2017 presidency. They will host the G7
Leaders' Summit in the Charlevoix region of Quebec from June 8-9, 2018, after all of the
ministerial meetings. They have outlined five themes of their presidency:

Investing in growth that works for everyone

Preparing for jobs of the future

Advancing gender equality and women’s empowerment
Working together on climate change, oceans and clean energy
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¢ Building a more peaceful and secure world

In a Sherpa meeting note for the climate change, oceans and clean energy theme Canada
identified four priorities:

Accelerate action on climate change and clean growth

Build secure and resilient coastal communities, economics and infrastructure
Support the health and productivity of the world’s oceans

Advance clean energy and innovation

Expected outcomes and possible deliverables listed under the ocean priority include the potential
development of a “G7 Plastics Charter,” in addition to supporting marine litter conservation
efforts, building on the 2015 G7 Action Plan to Combat Marine Litter, and pursuing sustainable
marine and coastal growth including though low-impact marine corridors and sustainable
shipping to protect the environment and local ecology as well as strategies for offshore energy
development in sensitive areas. The coastal communities priority includes supporting sustainable
and resilient infrastructure in coastal communities and exploring innovative financing to support
small island developing states and least developed countries.

At the World Economic Forum in Davos Prime Minister Trudeau announced that Melinda Gates
and Isabelle Hudon will co-chair the G7 Gender Advisory Council. Canada has identified gender
equality as a theme that will run through all of the G7 activities and outcomes.
